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LETTER FROM I'EKJAKEN FPEEDHAN TO ABDBL RAHMAN AZZAU PASHA, Dsc. 1 

Excellency: 

After rany months 06 i?ff ort, working incessantly and tirelessly, the 
American Zionists have succeeded in putting in one of the 'biggest posts 
in the American Administration a fellow traveler full of hatred against 
the Arab cause and full of sympathy for the Israel- Zionists. Thanks to many 
trillions of* dollars, the Zionist novement has succeeded in planting a worcan, 
a so-called American, in a post where she will have almost unlimited powers. 

The woman in question as you know is Mrs. Anne Rosenberg appointed by- 
General George Marshall, Secretary of Defense, as Assistant Secretary in 
charge of the mobilization of manpower. As I told you personally two days 
ago, - and you- agreed with me - this nomination signified two thingst 
1) In the military domains these willbe no further prospect for ihe 
Arab states to Ret the arms they need to dftfcmd themselves against Zionist ■ 
aggression.
